BEFORE BIG CROWD 


Depositors Given Suggestion 


toy Judge TJtsworth, Dur- 


ing Session. 


Two receivers were appointed 


Wednesday morning for the Ma- 
nilla bank at a hearing held in 
the Bush circuit court David' E. 
Carmony and Clyde Whisman, 
depositors in the Manilla bank 
which is closed and in the hands 
of the state banking department, 
were named as receivers. 


Mr. Whisman and Mr. Car- 


mony, both prominent residents 
of the Manilla community, were 
named with the consent of all 
parties concerned and were giv- 
en full powers as receivers. Bond 
was fixed at $50,000. 
The bond was received and 


approved with Fred Gross, Jas- 
per D. Case, James W. Arbuckle 
and Jasper Hester as sureties. 


Russell B. Titsworth. local at- 


torney, and Oscar Williams of 
Shelbyville, recently named as 
assignees by Thomas K. Mull, 
president of the bank, for all of 
Ms own and the bank's property, 
were said to have agreed to turn 
over the bank and its property 
to the receivers. It was also un- 
derstood that the suit for in- 
junction filed by three depositors 
of the bank against the assignees 
will be dismissed. The assign- 
ment made, however, will re- 
main effective against the per- 
sonal property and real estate 
owned by Mr. Mull and his sis- 
ter. Mary Mull. 
The court room was nearly 


filled at the hearinc with de- 
positors of the Manilla bank and 
developed into a rather inform- 
al affair. Short talks stressing 
the necessity of conservatism and 
cooperation in handling the af- 
fairs of the bank were discussed 
bv Burke Walker, member of the 
attorney-general's legal 
staff: 


Thomas Barr, deputy state bank 
commissioner, who has been in 
charge of the bank since it closed 
early last week; and Judge John 
A. Titsworth. 
Judge Titsworth urged that 


the bank's depositors hold a 
meeting at Manilla and appoint 
a committee of three persons to 
confer with the two receivers 
and the court upon any phase of 
the situation which they might 
care to discuss. The court stated 
•that inasmuch as the affairs of 
the Manilla bank now are a 
probate matter, the receivers and 
a committee from the depositors 
should feel free to consult with 
the court to the mutual benefit 
of all concerned. 


It was reported that organiza- 


tion of a new bank for Manilla, 
which would take over the old 
bank, is underway.

Witnesses asserted that the 


dog was no doubt mad, because 
it travelled at a fast speed, in a 
straight line and was bunded by" 
t's madness. It took out and ran 
south, and the chase did not ter- 
minate until the dog reached the 
south end of Jackson street. 


While the dog was making its 


dash, it snapped at several other 
dogs, 
and

wounds on other dogs. If this is 
,he case, Rushville may haVe an 
epidemic of mad dogs. 


The little lirl w«S given medi-

several eastern Indiana counties 
visited the Indiana State High- 
way 
Commission 
Wednesday 


morning, urging upon the com- 
mission to include the paving of 
state road 3 next year. 


No decision was made by the 


highway board, but the delega- 
tion was of the opinion that an 
impression was made, and Jess 
Murden of the commission, act- 
ing in response, stated that the 
comission had given considera- 
tion to the project and would 
again discuss the matter. He ex- 
pressed" appreciation to the dele- 
gation for taking an interest in 
the movement. 


Samuel L. Trabue, mayor of 


Rushville, acted as spokesman 
for the local., delegation. Hugh 
Wickens of Greensburg spoke 
and Guy Baker presented 
the 


plea for Henry county. Guy Mc- 
Bride of Mays, also spoke for the 
people of northern Rush county. 


A delegation from Madison 


was present and also urged the 
road paving, and recommended 
to the commission that state 
road 29 be included as a federal 
highway, extending to the south. 
If this is done, it will make state 
road 3 a connecting link. 


Rush county had a good dele- 


gation present and the waiting 
room to the commission's office 
was well filled with people. 


The state road'is now paved 
jth the exception of the dis- 


ce through Rush county, and 


urged upon the commis- 


sion that this uhpaved gap 
should be included when the 
paving program 'for next, year is 
outlined.

A rather short session occupied 


the attention of the city council 
Tuesday night, when only the 
usual course of business came be- 
fore the members, and no im-. 
portant action presented itself. 


The street and alley committee 


failed to agree on the matter of 
the Pennsylvania railroad's seek- 
ing to modify the ordinance the 
crossing watchmen. The matter 
was then referred to the entire 
council and will come up at some 
future session. 


The railroad recently present- 


ed a plea asking that the ordi»- 
ance be modified because the line 
operates only one train each 
wayv and the watchmen are re- 
quired to stay on duty twelve 
hours. The railroad asked that 
all watchmen, with the exception 
of the one at Third street, be re- 
moved, and that the other streets 
would be protected by train 
crews. A suggestion was made 
last night that the hours be re- 
duced to nine-hours and that the 
watchman at Harrison street be 
moved to Perkins street, but the 
suggestion was not carried.

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AFFAIRS IN- NICARAGUA 


Four years ago the United States government 


landed a sizable detachment of marines in 
Nicaragua, forcibly stopped a civil war that was 
In progress, and undertook to provide the Nicara- 
guans with a presidential election that would be 
entirely fair and honest. 


At that time there was a good deal of criticism 


of-our government's action in this country. How^- 
ever,, the, proof of the pudding lies in the eating 
of it; and a fair way to appraise our intervention 
is to cast a glance at the record of the adminis- 
tration voted into office in that marine-super- 
vised election. 


The Foreign Policy Association has just issued 


a study of the Nicaraguan situation by Raymond 
Leslie Buell that is of considerable interest. 


General Jose Marie Moncada was elected presi- 


dent in this election, and- took office on Jan. 1, 


" 1929, for a four-year term. Mr. Buell points out 
that he has already made a number of material 
improvements in his country's affairs. 


To begin with, the government budget showed 


a healthy surplus at the end of his first year in 
office, and while other Central American coun- 
tries have been forced by the business depression 
to suspend payments of salaries to teachers and 
other officials, Nicaragua has not had to do so. 
Nearly 100 miles of roads were paved, and a high- 
way' from Atlantic coast to the Pacific has been 
begun. 


The number of schools has been doubled, work 


has been done to improve agriculture and public 
health, the railroad has been nationalized—and 
made to show a healthy profit—and* in Mr, 
Buell's words, -one hears less of the corrupt use 
of- government funds in Nicaragua today than in 
any other Central American country." 


To be sure, the millenium has not yet arrived. 


Members of the Conservative party (opposed to 
President Moncada and the Liberals) contend 
that the president has proceeded with severity 


against political enemies and has. restricted, the 
freedom of the press. The American trained 
national guard does not seem to be-functioning 
perfectly yet, and. there is stills some resentment 
-over the part America has played- in- the whole 
1 situation. 


On the whole, however, Nicaragua, seems to be 


a good deal better off because of the-marine-con- 
trolled election. American intervention may have 
been unwise in the first place;, but- even, if: that 
point is granted; the officials seem to have made 
the best of a bad bargain. 


ANTARCTIC GRtJISE 


The announcement of a winter cruise to. the 


site of Admiral Byrd's base- at Little America 
comes sooner than expected, but is nevertheless 
interesting. We; have been joking about tourist 
expeditions to the South Pole, but always dating 
them in the remote future. Such a cruise is be 
ing organized for this winter, however, and will 
sail from England on Dec. 10 and from New York 
on Dec. 20—if the necessary quota of passengers 
is booked. 


An ocean-going yacht, called the ,Stella Polaris, 


is the ship picked for the cruise. Lieut. Com- 
mander Stenhouse, once of Shackleton's South 
Pole expedition, is to] be navigator. The plan is 
to reach the Bay of Whales in January, the mild- 
est time of year in that region. 


Rates for the cruise run from $2,500 to $7,000. 


It is said that 12 persons have already signed up, 
but it will take many more to-make the trip pos- 
sible. The ship has accommodations- for 200. 
-If this cruise should come off successfully, the 
Stella Polaris will be the first passenger, ship to 
cross the Antarctic Circle. 


It is a novel idea, and perhaps enough adven- 


turous travelers with, the necessary cash, will 
come forward to make the voyage possible: Most 
people, however, still prefer to visit the South 
Polar regions by way of magazine articles, movie 
screens and public lectures.
